Mrs. Rybot ſince ſuch renewed e ſay that 
ſhe had never gone by the name of Rybot ſince her 
ſeparation from the producent, but by that of Fowler; 
that ſince the deponent hath fo — the ſaid Mrs. 
Rybot by the name of Fowler, he hath known her to 
lodge at, and with his wife, has / viſited her at ſeveral 
different places; that he cannot - recolle& or mention 
the name of all the places, but remembers particularly 
o have viſited her at the houſe of the Rev. Mr. Stone, 
at Brompton Row, near Knightſbridge, which, he 
hinks, muſf have been about three years ago; that 
he and his wife alſo once drank. tea with her at her 
lodgings in King: ſtreet, Cheapſide, at a Mr. Gaſters, 
or ſome ſuch name, which was, as the deponent thinks, 
iter ſhe left Mr. Stone; that the deponent and his 
ife alſo after that, as he thinks, viſited her at two 
lifferent lodgings in Charles-ſtreet, Weſtminſter, one 
df which was, as he thinks, at a Mr. Emmerſons, or 
dme ſuch name, but the name of the other he cannot 
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recollect, and that whilſt ſhe was ſo at Mr. Emmer 
ſon's ſhe was ill. And the deponent further ſaith, 
that by means of his ſaid renewed acquaintance with 
the faid Mrs. Rybot, by the name of Fowler, and as 
an acquaintance of her's, he hath been introduced to, 
and became acquainted with, a gentleman of the name 
of Schoole, and hath been in company with him and 
the ſaid Mrs. Rybot many times, and in different 
places, particularty at the ſaid Mrs. Rybot's lodgings, 
at Mr. Stone's, at Brompton, as aforeſaid, and at Mr. 
Emmerfon's, and at the other lodging in Charles 
ſtreet, and frequently at the deponent's own houſe, and 
he hath called on the faid Mr. Schoole at a houſe he 
had at Lambeth, in Walnut-tree Walk, as the depo- 
nent thinks it was; that the deponent hath always un- 
. derſtood the ſaid Mr. Schoole to be a barriſter, or in 
ſome way in the profeſſion of the law, and as ſuch to 
have 'been concerned for the faid Mrs. Rybot in a 
chancery ſuit on behalf of Miſs Fowler, a daughter of 
her's by her firſt huſband, and he uſed often to hear 
them talk together reſpecting the ſaid ſuit, and the pro- 


_ © ceedings therein, but he never looked on, or conſidered 


Mr. Schoole in any other light or character, with re- 
fpe& to the ſaid Mrs. Rybot, than as an acquaintance 
of the ſaid Mrs. Rybot, and being employed by, and 
concerned for her, in the ſaid ſuit, in the line of his 
profeſſion; and the deponent well knows that the faid 
Mrs. Rybot, whom he ſo firſt knew by that name, and 
as the wife of the articulate Francis Thomas Rybot, 
the producent, and afterwards knew by the name of 
Fowler, as pre-depoſed, was, and is, one and the fame 
Perſon, and not divers; and he verily believes the faid 
Mrs. Rybot, afterwards Fowler, and the articulate Ali- 
cia Rybot, party in this cauſe, to be one and the ſame 
perſon, and not divers; and further he cannot d:pole.
